for their use. 

From observation and some slight experi- 
menting of our own, we have no doubt that 
the drill system is much the best for most of 
the crops that we cultivate. ‘That there is) 
both economy in regard to the amount of seed | 
for planting, in the occupancy of the soil, as 
it regards number and equality of the plants, | 
aad also in the increase of the crop. Ma-| 
chinery for this purpose is coming more into 
use in the older parts of the country, and as 
they become used, and the nature of the op- 
eration required becoming better understood, 
they are simplified and improved, and have 
now been rendered almost perfect.

GUTTA PERCHA. 

A new substance by the name of Gutta Per- 
cha is coming into use, and will, no doubt, be 
put to many very useful purposes. Mr, Aa- 
ron H. Palmer has been investigating the 
properties of it, and stated at a recent meet- 
ing of the New York Farmers’ Club, as we 
see reported in the Farmer and Mechanic, that 
the Percha isa gum obtained from a large 
tree, which abounds in the Malay Peninsula, 
in Borneo, Celebes, &c., and that it attains 
six feet in diameter. 

In many respects this gum resembles caout- 
chouc (India rubber.) It is soluble in spirits 
of turpentine—a varnish may be made of it. 
At the temperature of the air it is almost un- 
elastic. In boiling water it softens to a pulp, 
and may then be moulded in any way and re- 
tain the forms when cold, Acids and the 
reagents do not appear to affect it, nor damps, 
nor changes of the temperature of the air. 
When in the pulpy state, it may be forced 
through small holes, producing threads, 
which, when cold, are said to be as strong as 
cat-gut. Cloth woven with a portion of these 
threads, is exceedingly strong. Mr. Wells of 
Northampton has used it for book-binding. 

It will be readily seen by the above descrip- 
tion that it will soon be put to a great many 
purposes, and in a few years large quantities 
will be imported from the East Indies, for 
making innumerable Yankee notions.

Some of these drill machines are very ex- 
pensive, especially those which are arranged 
for the purpose of sowing guano, bone dust, 
or other similar manures with the seed. One, 
however, that would sow seeds well, need not 
be very complex or costly. 

ANTIDOTE TO POISONS. 

As a general rule all antidotes for poisons 
should be taken as soon as possible after the 
poisonous matters have been taken into the 
system. 

Alcohol or strong grog has been known to 
cure the bite of a rattle snake. This was 
first discovered by a man who was thorough- 
ly intoxicated, being bitten by a rattle snake, 
without being poisoned. The poison that 
was already in him was too strong for any 
that a rattle snake could put in. Olive oil, in 
large quantities, has been given successfully 
in cases of bites from this venomous reptile. 
Some chemists have pronounced the poison- 
ous matter which the rattle snake injects to 
be an alkali, and the shepherds of the western 
prairies generally succeed in curing those 
sheep that have been bitten by the little prai- 
rie rattle snake, by giving them a quantity of 
saleratus water in season. 

For poisons of the vegetable kingdom, such 
as strychnia, &c., charcoal has been recom- 
mended. It is said if strychnia or nux vori- | 
ca be mixed with ivory black and taken, their 
poisonous qualities are neutralized and ren- 
dered harmless, The fresh oxide of iron is 
said to be an antidote tor arsenic. White of 
eggs, milk or sugar, for corrosive sublimate. 





A HENOLOGICAL FACT.

If we refer to ancient 
history, it is apparent enough how far the 
industrious husbandman was instrumental in 
sustaining the great principles of civil liberty.

‘To inculcate a spirit of 
agricultural improvement is of more political 
importance than the capture of a hundred 
cities. ‘To correct the existing abuses in our 
country, would be of more solid utility than 
the subjugation of a whole hemisphere. ‘The 
downfall of corruption and the removal of 
sectional jealousies, is extremely desirable. 
Of designing men we have nota few who 
may Oppose any innovation which may tend 
to correct the great political evils which 
threaten our country, and indeed we may 
have honest men who may be led astray by 
over-heated zeal. If we take into view the 
immense extent of our country, our varied 
and rich products, and our advantages so well 
calculated to facilitate internal trade, who 
ean be so lost toa sense of patriotism as not to 
desire the correction of all political evils 
which may tend to cramp or prevent the de- 
velopment of interests so vast? Our internal 
trade may, ina very few years, exceed in 
amount what the entire commerce of the 
whole globe now is. Manufactures and all 
the mechanic arts may, iu the mean time, be 
carried to any desirable length. But indeed 
the fact has often been asserted that agricul- 
ture is superior in importance to any other 
oranch of industry, whether we have regard 
to national prosperity or the safety of repub- 
lican liberty. Even an intelligent agricultu- 
ral population may, however, become so far 
corrupted that it may yield itself a willing 
tool for designing men. But let usnot despair 
of the republic. ‘The right education of youth 
and the diffusion of the right kind of infor- 
mation among the people, may afford a heal- 
ing balm. Once more, we say, let us push 
forward Agriculture.

True Sea Kare—(Crambe maritima.)— 
This vegetable, though highly esteemed for 
its many excellent properties, is seldom found 
in country gardens. The seeds are sown in 
beds, like those of asparagus—generally in 
drills, When the seedlings make their ap- 
pearance, they are thinned to eighteen inches 
distance, two or three plants being left at 
each station.

HYDRAULICS FOR FARMERS. 
BY ©. N. BEMENT. 

Among all the devices or contrivances for 
conveying water from a lower to an upper 
level, nothing as yet has been discovered equal 
to the Hydraulic Ram. It is a very ingenious 
and effective machine for raisiog water by its 
own impulse, and comes nearer to a perpetu- 
al motion than any other machine that has 
ever fallen under my notice. 

If a column or body of water, moving rap- 
idly under a head, through a pipe, is sudden- 
ly checked, its tendency is to burst the pipe. 
This is well known in all places where there 
are water works, from the bursting of the 
leaden supply pipes, where these are not 
strong enough, on the sudden shutting of the 
hydrant cocks. Ifa small hole is made in the 
pipe just above the cock, the water will es- 
cape from it in a very high jet, much higher 
than the head whenever the cock is shut. It 
is this principle which is brought into action 
in the hydraulic ram. If a small, straight, 
upright pipe is attached to the hole, just men- 
tioned, in the main pipe, having a valve shut- 
ting dowowards, which will permit the water 
to pass uj wards, but not to return, each open- 
ing and shutting of the cock will force up in- 
to the smailer pipe a quantity of water in pro- 
portion to the head upon the main pipe, until 
the weight of the water in the smaller pipe is 
greater than can be moved by the momen(um 
of the water in the main pipe, when the latter 
is suddenly closed. 

Every person accustomed to draw water 
from pipes that are supplied from very elevat- 
ed sources, must have observed, when sud- 
denly closed, a jar or tremor communicated 
to the pipes, and a snapping sound, like that 
from small blows of a hammer. These effects 
are produced by blows which the ends of the 
pipes receive from the water—the liquid par- 
ticles in contact with the plug of a cock, when 
it is turned to stop the discharge, being forci- 
bly driven up against it by those constituting 
the moving mass 

Waves of the sea act as water-rams against 
rocks or other barriers that impede their pro- 
gress; and when their force is increased by 
storms of wind, the most solid structures give 
way before them. 

‘The increased force water acquires when 
its motion is accelerated, might be shown by 
a thousand examples. A bank or trough that 
easily retains it when at rest, or when slightly

elevated much above those of the rest; but 
when they meet from opposite directions, or 
when their progress is suddenly arrested by 
the bow of a ship, by rocks, or other obsta- 
cles, part of the water is driven to great ele- 
vations. 

The hydraulic ram raises water on precise- 
ly the same principles; a quantity of the li- 
quid is set in motion through an inclined tube, 
and its escape from the lower orifice is made 
suddenly to cease, when the momentum of 
the moving mass drives up, like the waves, a 
portion of its own volume, to an elevation 
much higher than that from which it descend- 
ed. This may be illustrated by an experiment 
familiar to most people. Suppose the lower 
orifice of a tube (where the upper one is con- 
nected to a reservoir of water) be closed with 
the finger, and a very minute stream be al- 
lowed to escape from it in an upward direc- 
tion, the tiny jet would rise nearly to the sur- 
face of the reservoir. It could not of course 
ascend higher. But if the finger was then 
moved to one side, so as to allow a free es- 
cape, until the whole contents of the tube 
were rapidly moving to the exit, and the ori- 
fice then at once contracted or closed as be- 
fore, the jet would dart far above the reser- 
voir; for, in addition to the hydrostatic pres- 
sure which drove it up in the first instance, 
there would be a new force acting upon it, 
derived from the momentum of the water. 
As in the case of a hammer of a few pounds 
weight, when at rest on the anvil, it exerts a 
pressure on the latter with a force due to its 
weight only; but when in motion by the band 
of the smith, it descends with a force that is 
equivalent to the pressure of perhaps a ton. 

Ata hospital in Bristol, England, a plumber 
was employed to convey water through a 
leaden tube, from a cistern in one of the up- 
per stories, to the kitchen below; and it hap- 
pened that the lower end of the tube was 
burst nearly every time the cock was used. 
After several attempts to remedy the evil, it 
was determined to solder one end of the small- 
er pipe immediately behind the cock, and to 
earry the other end to as high a level as the 
water in the cistern. And now it was found 
that on shutting the cock, the pipe did not 
burst as before, but a jet of considerable 
height was forced from the upper end of this 
new pipe. It therefore became necessary to 
increase its height, to prevent water escaping 
from it; upon which it was continued to the 
top of the hospital, being twice the height of 
the supplying cistern; but when, to the great 
surprise of those who constructed the work, 
some water still issued. A cistern was there- 
fore placed to receive this water, which was 
found very convenient, since it was thus rais- 
ed to the highest floors of the building, with- 
out any extra labor. Here circumstances led 
the workman to the construction of a water 
ram, without knowing that such a machine 
had been previously devised. 

It is now more than fifty years since the 
first discovery was made known, and it has 
until within a few years, been regarded more 
as a scientific toy than of practical utility. It 
is a matter of surprise, too, that so beautiful 
a contrivance should have laid dormant and 
neglected, and scarcely known except to the 
scientific.

HORSES OF SPEED AND BOTTOM. 
The National Intelligencer furnishes an 

account of the extraordinary performances of 
some Californian horses used by Col. Fre- 

mont in traversing a section of Upper Cali- 

fornia. It is stated that Col. F., with two at- 

tendants, performed a journey of eight hun- 

dred miles in eight days, including all stop- 

pages and nearly two days’ detention. Each 

of the party had three horses, nine in all, 

which took their turns under the saddle. The 

six loose horses ran ahead without bridle or 

halter, and were kept to the track by the rid- 

ers. When a horse was wanted for a change, 

he was caught with the lasso thrown by one 

of the men, the saddle and bridie transferred 

to him, and the other horse turned loose. 

This change was made at a distance of about 

twenty miles. ‘The usual gait was a sweep- 
ing gallop. The way was over a mountain- 
ous country, much of it uninhabited, and 
many «efiles to pass. They traveled at the 
rate of one hundred to one hundred and 
twenty miles a day, until they reached a city, 
San Luis Obispo, about half way to their 
place of destination, which was Monterey, on 
the Pacific ocean. At San Luis Obispo the 
nine horses were left and eight others taken 
in their places. With the fresh horses the 
party pursued their journey to Monterey, and 
returned to San Luis Obispo. ‘Two of the 
latter horses had been presented to Col. Fre- 
mont by a Californian, (Don Jesus Pico) and 
were considered as specimens of a fumous 
breed called ‘‘los canalos”’ or the cinnamons, 
from their being of acinnamon color. These 
two horses were brothers, one a year younger 
chan the other. ‘To test their powers, they 
were at the request of the Californian who 
had presented them to Col. F., put to a se- 
vere trial. On leaving Monterey, late in the 
afternoon, the elder horse was first put under 
the saddle, and ridden thirty miles, when the 
party stopped for the night. The next morn- 
ing the same horse was again taken by Col. 
F., “and for ninety miles he carried him 
without apparent fatigue.” It was still thir- 
ty miles to the place which was to be the end 
of their day’s ride, and the Californian insist- 
ed that the horse could easily accomplish it; 
but Col. F. would not put him to the trial. 
The saddle was therefore shifted to the 
younger horse, and the other allowed to run 
loose for the remaining thirty miles. “He 
did so,” says the writer of the account, “im- 
mediately taking the lead and keeping it all 
the way, and entering San Luis in a sweep- 
ing gallop, nostrils distended, snuffing the air 
and neighing with exultation at his return to 
his mative pastures, his younger brother all 
the while running at the head of the horses 
under the saddle, bearing on his bit, and held 
in by his rider.” The eight horses made a 
hundred and twenty miles a day till their re- 
turn to San Luis Obispo, when the nine 
horses that were first taken were again bro’t 
out, and the remainder of the journey per- 
formed with them at the rate of 2 bundred 
and twenty-five miles a day. It is stated that 
the grass along the road was the food for the 
horses during the journey. They are said to 
be trained with great care, and exhibit re- 
markable sagacity and spirit. Could not Col. 
Fremont procure a few of the best of these 
horses and send them into the States? If they 
are what the account to which we have re- 
ferred represents, they would be the most 
valuable trophy which the conquest of Cuali-

THE PURCHASE OF A HORSE. 


The following directions, &c., were first 


published in England as part of a prize essay. 


[ copy from Skinner's Farmer’s Library, aut 

think they may be valuable to the reader of 

the Cabinet. When the farmer wishes to 

purchase a horse, and is obliged to go into 
the market or to auction to do it; he hardly 
| runs a greater risk in any purchase he makes: 
\cew would do well either thoroughly to ac- 

quaint himself in the matter or take a friend 
with him who is at home when handling the 

horse. This comes from one who has suf- 
| fered from his own ignorauce. 

“Having selected a horse whose make and 
shape please us, our next consideration is his 
soundness; for, though the horse dealer may 
declare that he is sound as a bell, we are to 
take the phrase as one having various mean- 
ings, and not be deterred from examining 
him, and narrowly, too, on that account. 

“Sight, wind, and limb, must be the upper- 
most objects of inquiry; for nine horses out 
of ten are defective in one of these particu- 
lars. First, then, examine his eyes, and do 
this before he come out of the stable. Hav- 
ing placed him so that the light may fill 
upon the eyes, but in one direction, see that 
they are of the same size, and equally full; 
that the bows are not prominent, and that 
one does not project more than the other; 
that the eyes are perfectly clear and trans- 
parent; and that the pupils, or apples of the 
eye, are exactly alike in size as well as color. 
A sunken eye, or one over which the lids are 
partly closed—a projecting haw—an opaque 
or semi-opaque front—a pupil dilated, or a 
white or clouded one—are so many omens 
of disease, for which we should reject the 
| prad as acupid, or, what is often worse, a 

blinker, who will shy at all he meets with, 
and break your neck the first poser you ride 
him at. 
| ‘Having satisfied yourself in regard to his 
| peepers, have him pulled out and next proceed 
If good and sound, 
on being nipped in the gullet, he will utter 
such a sound that cannot fail to strike the 
ear as the emission of a good pair of bellows; 
but if his lungs are touched, and be is a piper 
|—that is, broken winded, or having no wind 
at all—he will give ventto a dry, husky, 
| short cough. 
| “Should a horse be suspected of bad wind, 
however, the purchaser cannot do better than 
| direct bis attention to the flanks, which under 
such circumstances, will work either much 
| quicker than ordinarily; they will be consi- 
erably longer in contracting themselves in or- 
der to squeeze the wind out, than in filling to 
let it in, which they do, if he is a pipes, quits 
suddenly. But although not a piper, he may 
\ be a whistler, or, what is worse, a roarer— 
' the first may be known by peculiar wheezing 
| he is addicted to, when put to sudden or con- 
| tinued exertion; the latter by blowing his horn 
| clamorously under similar circumstances: and 
‘either may be made to display itself, by the 
| purchaser giving him a smart cut, or even 
| feigning to do so with his bit of lash. 
“Thirdly and lastly, as tothe limbs. If, in 
| passing our hand down his legs, we find any 
| unnatural protuberance, or puffiness, or if, in 
feeling first one leg and then the other, we 
| discover any difference between them, diseasc, 
|more or less, is present: he may not be lame, 
| but he is not clean upon his legs. Splent«, 
windgalls, and ringbones, may be present 
without occasioning lameness, but they are all 
unnatural, are considered blemishes, and are 
jall to be regarded with « suspicious eye, as 
| either denoting past hard work, or betokeniog 
| future evils. 
“On the same principle, a horse may have 
'a spavin, and be only stiff from it at starting, 
or he may bave a curb, ora thorough piv, 
and be perfectly sound; but these are still 
blemishes, and as such, detract from the in- 
‘trinsic value of the animal. In explaining 
the advantages resulting from good conformn- 
tion, we are naturally led to make remarks 
en passant, onthe disadvantages from one 
bad; in pursuance whereof I have shown why 
such « structure is bad, a question that neces- 
sarily entails upon ~s the mention of the dis- 
orders originating therein, i. e., the disease to 
which such parts, in consequence of being 
mal-formed, are predisposed.”

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RAILROAD MEETING. 


Ata railroad meeting of the citizens of Mt. 
Vernon and Vienna, holden at Mt. Vernon 
Village, on the 8th of Jan, 1848, the following 
Preamble and Resolutions were unanimously 
adopted, viz: I : 

Where, itis the settled opinion of this 
convention, that a Rail Read connecting the 
valley of the Sandy river with the navigable 
waters of the Kennebec, as contemplated in 
the charter of the Franklin and Kennebec 
Rail Road, would present one of the most 
advantageous aud important communications 
in New England, and furnish a rare and 
propitious opportunity to capitalists for pro- 
fitable investments:—and, whereas, we be- 
lieve it was the object and expectation of the 
vetitioners for the Kennebec and Franklin 

Rail Road, that it should be located on the 
nearest practicable route, between Farmington 
and the tide waters of the Kennebec; and to 
ascertain such fuets, an able and competent 
Engineer was employed in behalf of the 
petitioners, whose report was made and ac- 
cepted as satisfactory to all interested, and 
furnished also, that information, by which the 
Legislature was guided in designating the 
particular Towns through which it should 
pass; and we have the strongest belief, that 
the route which has been recently surveyed, 
is a complete digression from such objects and 
expectations—alike revolting to their feelings 
—injurious to their best cherished interests— 
and to the accomplishment of the object of 
said enterprise, 

And, whereas we think, that an attempt to 
draw off, and divert the business of the up- 
per Kennebec from its natural channel, (10 
which section we cannot doubt a rail track 
will soon be laid,) would not only be futile 
and abortive, but cut off the patrunage from 
a large and fertile section of the country, em- 
bracing that portion of the same, through 
which we expected said survey to have been 
made; and so dimimishing the valve of stock 
by confining itto the narrow limits of the 
Sandy River, and running almost a_ parallel 
course, for along distance—and would also 
have a tendency to defeat the petitioners of 
Skowhegan and Somerset, in their application 
for a Charter:—We, therefore, exceedingly 
regret that in the recent survey, these, and 
many other considerations, seem to have been 
wholly disregarded—and most of all, do we 
regret, that a survey of the other two routes, 
has not, and will not have been made prior to 
the receiving of the report of the Engineer, in 
accordance with the expectations of the Com- 
mittee—and in this state of things we will not 
say that there has been a secret, undertoned 
and dishonorable influence exerted, by any 
one interested in this enterprise—yet we can 
but fear, that some kind of machinalion or 
legerdemain only, could have produced such 
a result, and thus strangely diverting the sur- 
vey of said route, from a generally direct 
course, to that of a circuitous one, and adding 
at least six miles to the distance to be travelled 
in all future time. 

Therefore, Resolved, ‘That we adhere to 
the old fashioned doctrine, that “honesty is 
the best policy,” and we are unable to perceive 
why the business of surveying a Rail Road 
route should be performed in a secret or 
clandestine manner. 

Resolved, ‘That the report of a survey cal- 
culated to deflect the course of the road from 
the course contemplated by the petitioners and 
incorporators, before a survey or even a view 
of said contemplated route, is alike inconsist- 
ent with fairness, justice, and common hones- 
t 





y. 

Resolved, ‘That it is the opinion of this 
Convention, an impartial survey of a Road, 
massing through the townsof Belgrade, Mt. | 
Gureek, Vienna, &e., would develope the 
shortest, the cheapest, the most useful, the 
most feasible, practicable and important route, 
connecting the two points. 

Resolved, ‘That we entertain the highest | 
confidence of the success of the Skowhegan | 
and Somerset Charter, in the Legislature of | 
1848, which was, we think, unreasonably de- 
nied by the Legislature of 1847, 

Resolved, ‘That our whole community have 
a heart-felt, lively and personal interest in the 
result of this noble enterprise, and therefore 
cannot refrain from expressing their unfeign- 
ed astonishment and chagrin, at the course 
pursued in making a survey. 

Resolved, Vhat no effort should be spared 
to aid and accomplish the grand and uoble | 
enterprise; and that we will cause this route | 
forthwith to be surveyed, by some scientific 
and able engineer, who will be disinterested 
and report impartially.

The contract between Mr. Cunard and the 
British Government, for transporting the mails 
between England and this country, will be 
found on our $d page.

FIRE AND LOSS OF LIFE. 

About four o’clock this morning, (Werdnes- 
day,) the —_ two story dwelling house 
belonging to Mr. Jones Dyer was discovered 
to be on fire, in the L part, which connected 
the house and the stable, by a young man by 
the name of Lougee, who resided in the 
house. He immediately awoke the rest of 
the inmates of the house and then rang the 
fire bell to alarm the town, The citizens were 
on the spet in good season, and used their 
best exertions to save the furniture, &c., and 
succeeded in a measure, As for the buildings 
little or no effort was made to save them, for 
there was nothing with which to work; neither 
engine, ladders, hooks, or ropes. We believe 
the engine was out, but the hose were 5° 
rotten the water run out of them in every «i- 
rection but the right one. The tide being 
down there was no water near enough in suf- 
ficent quantity to be of any avail. Had there 
been proper fire hooks #¢ hand the L might 
have been torn away #nd the main house 
saved, but there was not, and the house was 
burnt to the ground in consequence. The 
house was occupied by three families, Mr. 
Columbus Cooper’s, J. J. Ames’s and the 
widow Greenlaw and her two daughters. Mrs. 
Cooper had been confined but a day or two 
before, and had to be carried on her bed to 
the residence of Doctor Porter, where she 
lies in a very critical state, from the fright. 
Mrs, J, J. Ames caught up her child and ran 
with it to her father-in-law’s, some forty or 
fifty rods, in her night clothes, A little girl 
whom she had taken to bring up, aud who 
slept in the next room to Mrs, A., on 
the alarm, got up, dressed herself and at- 
tempted to make her way down stairs, but 
was overcome by the smoke with which the 
house was so densely filled, and suffocated, 
and when found she was lifeless, and all at- 
tempts to resuscitate her proved abortive. 
Another young girl, a sister of Mrs. Cooper, 
was overlooked in the hurry, aud when found 
was suffocated to insensibility, lying on the 
floor, and a little dog belonging to the family 
was lying across her face dead, which it is 
supposed was the means of preventing ber 
from being suffocated to death. By the timely 
and skilful aid of Dr, Porter, she was brought 
to and is doing well. Mr. Cooper made an 
attempt to find her and was foun: sitting on 
the steps leading to the attic where he had 
sunk down exhausted, and had to be carried 
out by two or three men, and it was some 
time before he recovered his consciousness. 
Mr. C. had six horses and a cow burnt up in 
the stable, together with all his hay, carriages, 
sleighs, harnesses, &c. His loss is estimated 
at from $1500 to 2000. No insurance. ‘The 
house and stable was insured $2,200, at the 
Thomaston Mutual Fire Insurance Office. 
Mr. Cooper’s hostler, we are sorry to learn, 
lost $200 in cash and a gold watch. The fire 
is said to have originated from some ashes 
that had been thrown out upon some shavings 
which were under the shed.

Mr. Mangum submitted a resolution requiring the 
President to communicate all the estimates and plans 
upon which Gen. Seott has prosecuted the war with 
Mexico, not incompatible with the public interest. 

Mr. Dayton’s resolution calling for copies of General 
Scott’s letters relative to forced contributions in Mexi- 
co, was adopted—as were Mr. Baldwin’s resolutions, 
calling for Mr. Trist’s correspondence. 

The bill to exempt vessels employed by the Coloniza- 
tion Society from the provisions of the laws regulating 
the number of passeugers to he carried, was passed. 

The Senate then took up the orders of the day, and 
resumed the consideration of the ten regiment bill.— 
Mr. Pearce, of Maryland, opposed the bill, regretting 
that he differed so widely from his colleague (Mr. 
Reverdy Johnson,) and contraverting most of his posi- 
tions. He devied that the boundary of Texas ever ex- 
tended to the Rio Grande, and cited Benton, Ashley, 
Ingersoll, and other authorities in support of this denial, | 
and went intoa detailed review of the facts of the | 
case. 

Mr. Butler. of Seuth Carolina, took the floor, and 
the Senate adjourned over until Monday. 

House. On motionof Mr. Evans, the vote by 
which the resolution reported from the Naval Com- 
mittee, relative to the rank of Surgeons in the army, 
was laid upon the table, was reconsidered; and Mr. 
| Schenck having explained the character of the resolu- 
‘tion, and expressed his regret that the House should

C., followed and ex- 
pressed his adiniration of the firmness of the President 
in this matter, and rejoiced that he had taken Washing- 
| ton for his guide. Mr. Schenck of Ohio, replied.— 
He thought it was time for the representatives of the 
people to assert their rights and refuse to acknowledge 
Mr. Polk as their master. 

Mr. Toombs of Georgia replied, but urged that the 
question was not whether the President could or could 
not withhold, in certain cases, information which was 
called for, but whether this was one of those cases.— 
Mr. C, J. Ingersoll of Pa., followed, justifying the 
President’s course, and closed by moving that the sub- 
ject be referred to a Committee of the whole House, 
and be made the order for Tuesday next. After a few 
remarks from Mr. Collamer and Mr. Tompkins, this 
motion prevailed, and the House adjourned.

New Year’s Day in France is the great con- 
ventional gala of the nation, and long and 
brilliant are the preparations for the festival. 
A hundred million francs are supposed to 
change hands, on that day, and the shops and 
bazaars of the great capital—the great capi- 
tal of the world, as the French proudly call 
it—are for weeks previously dressed in their 
gayest attire. The gifts bestowed on that day 
embrace young and old; and are selected from 
every department of human art and industry. 
The French are remarkable for the taste and 
skillful construction of their toys, though the 
machinery of their steamboats is often impor- 
ted from England. No people in the world 
dress dolls more prettily, or are more fanciful 
and expert in childish contrivances. ‘Their 
dolls all but: move—their wooden horses are 
almost alive and fit for the exercise of a young 
voltigeur. There are field marshals’ uni- 
forms for children, tin sabres and carabines, 
drums and fifes, cannon and battlements, and 
whole fortresses constucted out of wood. 
Dogs, horses and elephants, lions and tigers 
almost as large as life, though made of paste- 
board, from a very good stock of a menagerie; 
while fanciful pigmy carriages, with Lilli- 
putian coachmen and outriders, and chasseurs 
behind, impress the mind at an early period 
with the state and magnificence of this work. 

But here the French do not stop. On 
New Year’s day notonly children, but ladies, 
young and old, receive presents, not only 
from their relatives and friends, but from all 
| their acquaintances. And these presents are 
| not merely fancied trifles, but articles propor- 
| tioned to the wealth, refinement and taste of 
the persons who receive them. ‘They vary 
| from Brussels lace and Cashmere shawls to a 

simple but elegant bonbonniere—a beautiful 
| paper box, filled with sugar plums. ‘That 
‘is a matter of few cents,” think some 
of my readers; but they are mistaken. They 
cannot buy a decent thing of the kind under a 
Napoleon—and some cost as high as a hun- 
dred francs. Every variety of fancy may be 
suited, and every purse accommodated, from 
the prince and the banker down to the cook 
and the chambermaid. The Boulevards are 
thronged with purchasers and loungers, while 
strangers in the metropolis are struck with 
the ingenuity, taste, refinement and fancy 
which are there displayed. It is impossible 
to describe the hundred thousand things which 
are there exposed for sale;—they are known 
in commerce only as ‘‘Paris articles,” which 
are exported to all the world, though they 
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are very expensive, and composed of materi- 
als thateost nearly nothing. A thing worth 
six sous is made into an “article worth five 
francs—a piece of paper, straw or cotton is 
turned into an ornament that may be placed 
by the side of porcelain or silver; shells and 
pebbles are made into ladies’ work-boxes; 
and a thousand things which would be thrown 
away in other countries, turned into pleasing 
shapes and agreeable trifles. But there are 
works of art, too—statuary, paintings, en- 
gravings, books, which are distributed on 
New Year’s day among the conoscenti, as 
tokens or love, friendship, respect and ad- 
miration, with ardent prayers to “remember 
the donors;”’; and I should judge that there 
was really no better method of making an 
indelible impression. 

As New Year’s day approaches, every ar- 
ticle, including bonbons, increases in price, 
if notin value; but would you suppose it, 
gentle reader, nearly all of them may, after 
that day, be had at half price—and some of 
those that were actually sold for a third of 
their cost—at some second hand shop, where
